Don’t Plow your Cora to 
Death! Many a fin* Saturday af- 
ternoon has been wasted by 
farm hands with steel beams 
working overtime in waist-high 
corn. What that "lay-by” opera- 
tion did was to cut down the 
yield. 

Plow your corn as shallow as 
possible to get the weeds and 
as few times as possible to keep 

it clean. 

The roots on a com ataik at 
8 weeks of age ate 4 feet to 
each side and 4 feet down. The 
deep roots are reaching for 
moisture, but the feeder roots 
to each side are after the fer- 
tilizer you put Into the soil at 
planting time. Theie feeder 
roots grow right up to the sur- 
face at a distance of 2H feet 
on each side of the stalk. This 
means they overlap in middles. 
Every feeder reel that it tut 
qreetly reduce* yeur c hence* 
for top yield-

rc w. Don’t plow your Corn to 

death. 

In plowing cor*, plow at shal- 
low as possible and cultivate 
only to keep com clean. Put 
more corn In vour crib this fall. 
Controlling Common Insect 
Pests: 

Campers • hikers • and natu- 
ralists beware! The chigger or 
red bug season it here. .Survey 
showt 20', more belt-line’aerat 
ching this week that last. 
Places to avoid include r'^berry 
patches, orchards, woodlands, 
margins of lakes, lawns, parks 
and golf courses— anight as well 
be in >ail aa to stay away from 
those places. So here is the 
thing to do. Use repellents such 
as Off or 812 or 622- Pour re- 
pellant on hands, rub them to- 
gether then rub lightly these 
areas: arms and legs if they 
are not covered by clothing, 
socks and stockings, especially 
the elastic hands, end waist- 
bands of shirts, trousers and 
shorts. This treatment should 
give effective chigger control 
for several hours. Another sug- 
gestion is to take a good hot 
soapy bath or shower as soon 
as you return home; this will 
wash chiggers from your hair 
follicles or pores before they 
can insert their mouth parts in 
the skin. The pain and itching 
is apparently caused by the 
larva injecting a fluid ioto the 
skin to dissolve the tissue upon 
which It feeds. To determine if 
chiggers are present you might 
place a piece of black card- 
board edgewise on the ground. 
Observe Tl tot a few minutes. 
If chiggers are present, they 
will climb to the top edge and 
congregate there. Make the test 



in about a dozeh spots over the 
area. Pick out spots that have 
different kinds of cover, such 
as solid growths of grass, tufts 
of grass, dead loaves, and de- 
caying twiga- Remember, you 
are a chigger hunter; you 
should be protected by a repel 
lant. Some old timers like to 
dust ankles with dusting sulfer; 
It works too. 

Aphids • Much of the new 
growth in hedges is infested 
with aphids, and unless they 
are controlled stunting and 
twisting of the plant foliage 
may result. Malathion (1 table 
spoonful per gallon of water) 
will work well or Cygon may 
even be better since it is a sys- 
temic. 



If you were missed by the 
chiggers watch for the fleaa. 
June and July seems to be the 
flea months and returning vaca- 
tioners are sometimes met at 
the door by sub-leasees looking 
frantically for a free meal — you 
As long as Fells and Canis arc 
in the house, fleas are not 
much of a problem, it seems. 
Larvae are often present in pet 
sleeping ainrters and during 
July thev will change to adults. 
Unless a cat or dog (Felis or 
Canis) 1$ circulating around the 
area the fleas will take to the 
road and inhabit other areas of 
the house What can we do? 
Dusting the animal about every 
2 weeks with DDT. lindanca, 
methoxychlor or malathion 
should solve the proMem. Reid 
labels carefully For the lucky 
returning vacationers try this. 
Let Fells and Canis run through 
all the rooms in the house a 
dozen times Most of the fleas 
•hould have found their happy 
home by that time, then use 
dust treatment 

Oriental Reaches 

The oriental roach la also 
called “watertoug" “black beet- 1 
le” and shad roach. It ii dark 
brown, short winged and 1% 
inches long by Mi inch wide 
They prefer mild temperatures 
and moist conditions es might 
be found in basements, crawl 
spaces, under houses with no 
basements, and cisterns Favo- 
rite locations in the basement 
are the sump pump area, bath- 
tubs. and floor drains. Residual 
apraya of DDT. or chlordance. 
or dieldrin or malathion or dia- 
rinon in the basement and 
tome of the other area men 
tioned should solve the problem. 
Cisterns from which water la 
being used should not he treat- 
ed. The area around buildings 
should also be treated. Dipterex 
1%' sugar bait is said to work 
also.
